The 
projections  featured  in  this  brochure  were  made  to  the  year 
2006  based  on  data  from  1996  and  previous  years  and  on 
relationships  with  other  factors  such  as  population.  Resulting 
job  numbers  are  estimated  numbers,  and  all  information  ap- 
plies to  the  state  as  a  whole.

Occupations  with  Job  Opportunities 

The  Montana  Department  of  Labor  and  Industry's  Office  of  Research  and 
Analysis  estimates  there  will  be  about  196,600  wage  and  salary  and  self- 
employment  jobs  opening  up  in  Montana  from  1996  through  2006.  About 
94,000  will  be  generated  by  industry  growth.  The  rest  will  result  from 
replacing  workers  who  leave  already  existing  jobs  for  various  reasons. 

Shown  here  are  selected  occupations  projected  to  have  25  or  more  job 
openings  annually  through  2006.  The  occupations  are  organized  by  vocational 
training  level*  required — and  then  ranked  according  to  total  annual  openings 
expected.  From  left  to  right,  the  information  includes:

•  Jobs  in  1996:  Jobs  existing  in  1996. 

•  Annual  Growth:  Wage  and  salary  and  self-employment  jobs  projected  to 
be  added  each  year  through  2006  because  of  increased  demand  for  workers 
in  an  occupation.
